Ileana in Auto Crash. 

Princess Ileana natrowly escaped 
injury when her automobile 
brushed fenders with a truck at 4 
sharp curve in the road at Grant 
Park, 35 miles from Chicago. 

The Princess retained control of 
the machine, which was traveling 
about 25 miles an hour through a 
heavy snowstorm. A bent fender 
and smashed hub cap constituted 
the damage to her machine. 

Prince Nicolas, who had gon» 
rhead, unaware of the accident, re- 
turned in a few moments and asked 
his sister is she wanted to change 
cars, but she stayed in her seat.

It is my life, my work, 
my love, my children, my family, 
my ali—the very essence of my ex- 
istence,.” 

Recalling her attendance at the 
Versailles Peace Conference, she 
continued: “When I went there — 
and shocked the world, perhaps—— 
they asked me why I had come.

Declares Purpose Realized.

We chose our 
Princes much as you select your 
Presidents, but there was nothing 
stable about our Government, so 
we decided to choose a King and 
have a permanent dynasty. 

“Old King Charles was brought 
‘rom Germany. He and his 
wife, Carmen Sylva, were childless 
and the throne descended to the 
King’s nephew, Frederick, and, of 
course, he had to have a wife. 

“Perhaps Rumania thought it a 
guarantee to have a granddaughter 
of Queen Victoria on the throne. 
Anyway, I was chosen by the 
Prince, the King, the people. 

“I went to Rumania a child of 
17. I was very young and had to 
learn my work with considerable 
struggle. In learning it I learned to 
love Rumania. And little by little 
the people began to think I was the 
right one. I have given the Ru- 
manians six children who speak 
Rumanian and are Rumanians.” 

She ended with a plea to her 
listeners to love Rumania. 

Holds Curtain at Opera. 

The Queen's last full day of ac- 
tivity here ended last night with a 
visit to the Chicago Civic Opera, 
where, incidentally, the curtain 
was held 20 minutes for the arriv- 
al of her party. Long before the 
start, the 3700 seats were occupied 
and great crowds waited outside 
for a glimpse of royalty. The 
boxes were given over to the vis- 
itors, and as all other parts of the 
theater had been sold out long in 
advance, many men and women 
whose names appear in the soctal 
register crowded the two upper 
galleries and the balcony.

Of the tariff, the declaratiou 
says: ‘“‘We favor the removal or 
modification of unfair and exces 
sive tariff duties that now affora 
shelter for price-fixing monopolies 
t is idle to refer to manufactured 
articles on the free list as bene: 
fiting the farmer when the mate 
rials entering into their manufac 
ture are highly and excessivels 
protected. We therefore urge Im- 
mediate reduction -on such basi 
materials as aluminum, steel and 
chemicals.” 

Consistent Policy Demanded. 
Addressing the farmers, the dec- 
laration recommended they keep 


in close touch with their leaders 
and insist that such leaders adhere 
to a consistent national farm pol- 
icy; that the farmer organizations 
make a special study of.the effect 
on agriculture of industrial tar- 
iffs, of the effect and disposition of 
surpluses; and the effect on the 
farmer of the change from the 
United States’ position as a debtor 
nation to that of a creditor nation. 

The Farm Board plan was out- 
lin 4 by Lowden in his speech yes- 
terday in these words: 


“A Federal Farm Board should 
be vested with power of inquiring 
into certain facts. Is there a sur- 
olus of some basic farm product? 
Does this surplus depress the price 
below cost of production with a 
easonable profit? Are the growers 
»f that product sufficiently organ- 
zed co-operatively as to be fairly 
representative of all the producers 
f that product? 


“If the Board finds that all of 
these questions must be answered 
yes, it is then empowered to au- 
thorize the Co-operative to take 
control of the surplus. The onl) 
aid from the Government would be 
that the Government would distrib- 
ute among all the producers of the 
particul*r commodity the cost to 
the Co-operative of handling the 
surplus. 

“Neither the Governor nor Gov- 
ernment Board would determine 
the price. The Co-operative, like 
any other industry, would study all 
the conditions affecting the particu- 
lar commodity and from time. to 
time decide upon a price which 
conditions would seem to warrant.” 

In its general principles the 
Lowden plan agrees with the new 
version of the McNary-Haugen Bill, 
the first two editions of which 
failed to muster sufficient strength 
in Congress. The new McNary- 
Haugen Bill is known as a “Farm 
Surplus Control” tnstrument. 


Lowden and Caraway Fariners. 

Lowden was the principal speak- 
er of yesterday’s session, introduc- 
ing himself as a 
acres near Oregon, Ill. He was 
followed by Senator Caraway, who 
explained that he had a half inter- 
est in an Arkansas farm, and by 
Dr. B. W. Kilgore, president of the 
North Carolina Cotton Growers’ 
Co-operative Association, who dis- 
cussed the cotton situation. 

Senator Caraway criticised the 
President's cotton committee, win- 
ning applause when he told his au- 
alence that the committee’s plan 
would increase the cotton planters’ 
loss and fatten the purses of the 
speculators. He aroused laughter 
when he listed occupations of the 
conymittee members as bankers, 
steel men and other tndustrialists 
expressing wonder at the lack of 
cotton men on the committee He 
characterized President Coolidge as 
“the most provincia) President the 
nation ever had.”

POLICE VETO PLAN 
OF TALAN GANG 
TO ARMOR 4 CAR 


Orders Stop Work of Bul- 
et-Proofing Two Ma- 
chines for John Giannola, 


Feud Leader. 


The plan of two leaders of the 
Italian gang in the bootleg feud to 


armor four automobiles so _ that, 
while retaining the appearance of 
pleasure cars, they actually would 
be pulletproof, was thwarted today 
by Detective-Lieutenant Ben Heg- 
geman and Sergt. Kourik, who 
found automobiles in two garages 
and persuaded the mé@chanics 
working on them that it would be 
inadvisable to continue, 

One of the automobiles, on which 
work had begun, was a Lincoln 
coupe, bearing the license plates is- 
sued to John Giannola, wholesale 
sugar dealer and gang leader. A 
contract for the same kind of work 
on a Chrysler coach had also been 
let by him, the detectives learned 
The work of armoring two new 
Cadillac sedans, it was learned, had 
been set out by Tony (Shorty) Rus 
so, One of the oustanding gunmen 
of the Italian faction in its feud 
with the Cuckoo gang. 


Couldn’t Buy Armored Car. 
Apparently it was the refusal of 
a Chicago armored car concern to 
sell a bullet-proof machine te a 
local gang leader that caused the 
Italian crowd to work out its own 
plans. 

The detectives, ‘who Inspected 
the work being done on Glannola's 
coupe, reported that mechanics 
had removed the upholstery .and 
placed a heavy plate of bullet-proof 
steel next the body frame of the 
car on the inside. When that work 
was finished the upholstery was to 
have been replaced, completely 
masking the armor. 

The plate glass had been removed 
from the windows and windshield 
and was to have been replaced by 
bullet-proof glass. which had been 
ordered from a manufacturing firm. 
{n making the order a local gang- 
ster had placed it under an as- 
sumed firm name. 

Heggeman and Kouritk. warned 
the garage workers that should the 
armored cars ‘be used in crimes an 
effort would be made to have the 
mechanics charged with conspiracy 
“What would you do if one df 
these cars was used in a mail rob 
hery?” he asked one man “How 
would you like to be charged with 
conspiracy to roo the mails? You 
knew when you started this work 
that the cars were to be used to no 
good end.” 

Agrees to Stop Work. 
Moved by this suggestion, one 
garage keeper announced he would 
take out the steel] plate from Gian.- 
nola’s coupe and send the car back 
in the same condition as he got it 
The same announcement was mae 
with respect to the other cars. 
Following up a campaign against 
the armoring of cars. police will 
broadcast an announcement that n 
effort will be made to charge any 
mechanic or garage owner with 
conspiracy should a car armored 
by him he used In the commission 
of a crime.

FILIPINOS NOTIFY 
WOOD THEY WILL 
IGNORE HIS ORDER 


Quezon and Roxas Will 
Serve’ as Members of 
Board of Control Despite 
Its Abolishment. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, Nov. 17.—Manuel Que- 
zon, president of the Philippine 
Senate, and Speaker Roxas of the 
‘House of Representatives, ex- 
officio members of the Insular 
Board of Control, which was abol- 
ished last week by an executive 
order by Governor-General Leon- 


ard Wood, have notified the chief 
executive that they would ignore 
his order. 

The legislators announced yes- 
terday that they would continue to 
act as members of the board until 
the law under which it was created 
is repealed by the Legislature, an- 
nulled by Congress, or voided by 
the courts. 

A test of the controversy prob- 
ably will come Saturday when 
there will be a meeting of the 
National Coal Co. The Hoard of 
Control has authority over the dl- 
rectorate of this company and 
other Government corporations, 

Legislators Make Protest. 

Twenty-six members of the In- 
sular Legislature in a conference 
here today completed ‘‘a most vig- 
orous protest against the arbitrary 
acts and usurpations of Governor- 
General Wood, particularly against 
the executive order abolishing the 
Board of Control.” 

The protest points out that the 

first 20 years of civil government 
was “marked by mutual under- 
standing and loyal co-operation be- 
tween Americans and _ Filipinos,” 
but with the coming of Gen. Wood 
as Governor- General things 
changed. 
“His conduct of the Government 
has been characterized by a train 
of usurpations and arbitrary acts 
resulting in curtailment of our au- 
tonomy, destruction of our consti- 
tutional system and a reversal] of 
America’s Philippine policy,” the 
protest declared. 

The protest enumerated 22 in- 
stances wherein Wood is charged 
with usurping power. 

The Quezon-Roxas 
‘ion to Wood reads: 

“In accordance with the views 
expressed in our communication of 
Nov. 13 to the effect that laws 
creating the Board of Control can- 
not be considered abolished by ex: 
ecutive order, we have the honor 
to inform you that we have noti- 
fied secretaries of boards of cor- 
porations in which the Government 
holds controlling stock. that. pur- 
suant to the laws constituting the 
Board of Conrol., it {s our purpose 
to continue performing the duties 
devolwing upon us as members of 
the hoard. LD

Norma Christian, 3 Years 
Old, Succumbs in Relapse 
After Recovering Suffi- 
ciently to Walk. 


After living for nearly four 
months with a bullet hole through 
her brain, Norma Christian, 3-yéar- 
old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam Christian, 2018A Franklin ay- 


enue, died at 2 a. m, today at City 
Hospital. 

She succumbed to a cerebral ab- 
scess following almost complete 
recovery from the wound. Sur- 
geons had drawn a rubber tube 
through the path of the bullet 
from the Ieft side of the forehead 
to the back of the head and this 
was used to drain the wound. De- 
spite an open hole through her 
head, the child had rallied suf- 
ficiently to walk about and had 
been taken home Oct. 22. 


A relapse came on Nov. 8 and 
she was taken back to the hos- 
pital. Surgeons discovered that a 
second brain abscess had formed 
along the course of the unhealed 
wound. They operated Monday 
for removal of this abscess. Lit- 
tle Norma was unable to rally from 
the shock of the operation. 


Accidentally Shot July 20. 


She was accidentally shot last 
Suly 20 by her sister, Ruth, 6. ‘The 
children were playing on a bed at 
their home and Ruth found her 
father’s revolver under a pillow. 
She drew the weapon, .38 caliber. 
from the holster and snapped it 
at Norma. A bullet was discharged, 
striking Norma over the left eye 
and plowing through her brain, 
fracturing the skull as it came out.
